COLLIERY VENTILATION. 


Srr,—The effects produced by the efforts of the human mind all bear 
incontestible evidence of incompleteness and fallibility. It is far too much 
to expect that the works of man should be pertect. The best productions 
of his ever-active and teeming brain are stamped with the ineffaceable brand 
of imperfection. Hence absolute freedom from imperfection being unat- 
tainable, the standard of perfection in any of his works is but that of com- 
parison. When submitted to this test, that arrangement which evidences 
the nearest approximation to perfection in plan, manipulation, and effect, 
is that to which preference is to be awarded. This applies equally to the 
motive-power required to effect the ventilation of a coal mine, and that 
required for any other department of colliery work, such as the convey~- 
ance of coal underground, raising it to the surface, keeping the mines free 
from water, &c. When constructed with due regard to principles and cir- 
enmstances, we have our machines for raising water and coals from our 
mines working from day to day, and year to year, with scarcely the slightest 
interruption or inconvenience, performing their various functions with stea- 
diness, certainty, dispatch, and satisfaction. Why should it be otherwise 
with the mechanism applied to ventilatioa? Why should the machinery 
employed to drive a fan, or work an airometer, for ventilating the under- 
ground workings of a coal mine, be so exceedingly liable to failure, or be 
considered so objectionable for this alleged defect? Are not our exten- 
sive ironworks momentarily dependent on the perfection with which their 
blast machinery perform their duties? Are they greatly subject to failure 
and stoppage on this account? If so, why should it be so with mechani- 
cal ventilation? If it be so, is the remedy beyond the powers of human 
ingenuity? Is the subject not of sufficient importance to call it into ex- 
ercise? One of the Government Inspectors of Mines states—‘ Any seri- 
ous breakage of these machines, or the power that drives them, would be 
very nearly tantamount to the loss of the entire colliery, or its lengthened 
suspension.” Whilst I deny that any increased risk of serious breakage is 
due to machinery employed for this purpose, more than other important 
and indispensable machinery about a colliery, I beg to state my unquali- 
fied dissent from the conclusion at which he arrives—a series suspension of 
the works, or the loss of the entire —.- Without the coals and water 
be regularly and, in many cases, as to the water at least, unremittingly 
withdrawn from the mine, the result would, for a certainty, be the loss of 
the entire colliery. ut, notwithstanding the truth of all this, are our col- 
lieries ever and anon brought to even a lengthened suspension from such 
cause? Everybody knows that machinery is liable to occasional failure, 
but everybody also knows that serious suspension of the works, or entire loss 
of the colliery, is from such cause of rare occurrence. Is mechanism ap- 
plied to ventilation more liable to risk of accident than that applied to the 
other needful purposes indicated? Or is its liability to injury such that a 
very limited suspension would not be sufficient to renew it? During up- 
wards of a quarter of a century’s experience I have never known a wind- 
ing-engine fracture to occupy more than a few hours to repair, except in 
the case of boilers exploding. i ‘ 

Supposing an accidental injury occurring to the machinery connected 
with the ventilating apparatus, a considerable amount of natural ventila- 
tion would continue in operation for days, especially if the mine were deep. 
I find it stated in the “Transactions of the North of England Mining In- 
stitute,” that Seaton Colliery, in the county of Durham, was for two years 
ventilated entirely by natural means. ‘The shaft was 14 feet diameter, 
divided by brattice into two equal divisions for ventilation purposes, its 
depth being 1560 feet. ‘The mean temperature of the downcast division 
was 46°, and that of the upcast 49°5°, the difference being only 3°5°. ‘The 
quantity of air circulating by this purely natural ventilation was 7002 cubic 
feet per minute, the length of the air channels being 3036 feet, and their 
area 24 square feet. And the Tyne Main Colliery, with an upcast shaft 
672 feet in depth, and little more than 40 square feet area, the tempera- 
ture of the downcast and upeast pits being 43° and 630, had in circulation 
by natural ventilation alone 36,000 cubic feet per minute. The workings 
of this colliery extended over 288 acres. ‘These experiments being made 
in the month of January, the effect would, of course, be materially re- 
duced in Midsummer, ‘The effect would also diminish in pits of less depth. 
It is further stated that natural ventilation amounted at Hetton Colliery 
to 4, at Killingworth Colliery to 4, and at Tyne Main Colliery to fully 4 
of that obtained by the most vigorous ventilation produced. ‘This shows 
a certainty of a considerable ventilation being continued, after the cessa- 
tion of the mechanical motive-power during the winter months at least, 
by natural ventilation caused by the internal temperature of the mine. 
Where the motive-power is mechanical, a further provision to aid natural 
ventilation, in case the machinery should break down and be brought to 
a stand, might be found in a permanent arrangement being provided, by 
which the steam-jet principle of ventilation might be temporarily adopted. 
This would, if properly applied, be found to augment the quantity of air 
obtained by natural ventilation, and in shallow pits especially would be 
found a most important addition. 

In addition to natural and steam-jet ventilation, that obtained by a 
waterfall in the downeast pit might also be employed. This, as is well 
known, produces a considerable current of air, and was until the inven- 
tion of mechanical and steam-jet ventilation the only resource on which to 
depend to produce a sufficient current of air through mines whilst in a 
state of derangement consequent on extensive explosions, until the furnace 
could be relighted. 

Natural ventilation at all times forms a considerable proportion of the 
air obtained, and with slight expense it might be materially aided by the 
steam-jet and waterfall; and these combined would produce a sufficient 
current of air to keep any colliery wherein the ventilating arrangements 
had been previously in proper order free from serious accumulations of 
gas. ‘I'he question of mechanical ventilation is ill understood, generally 
speaking, in this country. ‘There can be no question that for mines of in- 
creased depth, and consequent increased area, to be mined to one shaft, that 
the great resource for augmented ventilation is in the use and development 
of mechanical appliances. Years ago a good deal was thought, believed, 
said, and written about the furnace limit. Practically we have now ar- 
rived at this point, not that the powers of the ventilating furnace cannot 
be further developed, but that the high temperatures this development re- 
ruires in the aes so excessively destructive and dangerous. 
of extreme depth, with large quantities of water retained by the iron tub- 
bing of the shafts, this has become a most important question. As to the 
capabilities of mechanical means of ventilation, there can be no doubt they 
can be constructed of such powers as to far exceed anything which has in 
any case ever been effected by furnace ventilation. This was clearly proved 
by the water-gauge pressure obtained at Risca. Such an amount of pres- 
sure never has been, or never can be, produced under similar circum- 
stances by furnaces alone. 

However important the question may be as to the best motive-power 
for acquiring high velocities of air-currents in a coal mine, in my opinion 
it is not the most important question. Great exertions have been made, 
and very serious expenses incurred, both in construction and maintenance 
of furnaces and shafts, to ensure greater motive-power by furnace ventila- 
tion. All that can be done in reference to motive-power is to increase 
such simply in an arithmetical ratio, whilst the resistance arising from 
the thus quickened circulation of air in the mine increases in a geometrical 
ratio, so that trice the velocity requires four times the power to overcome 
the increased aSistance, and so on. 

A high ( ably the highest) living authority states: —‘ That the re- 
sistance or grag on the air increases in a geometrical ratio, and that, con- 
sequently, there is, if not a theoretical a practical limit to the veatilating 
power;” and “that, in fact, it is the resistance, and not the power, which 

nts a practical limit to the amount of ventilation;”’ and “that this 
imit is equally applicable to whatever power is employed.” It then ap- 
pears that our efforts to be successful must be directed to the reduction of 
resistance, ond as this resistance increases in a geometrical ratio to the ve- 
locity, we must reduce the velocity by increased area, and thus produce a 
geometrically proportionately reduced resistance. A high authority, re- 
cently dead, says:—“ In reality the advances made in mine ventilation of 
late years are mainly owing to modifications in the resistance, which fur- 
nishes, as we may say, 30 large a reserved fund for improvement.” 

It would seem from this that the great enemy to efficient ventilation is 
high velocities, and as these high velocities are generally to be found in thé 
main intake and return air channels of the mine and in the shafts, and not 
in those parts of the mine requiring a proper supply of air, that the venti- 
lating power of the colliery is wasted y maintaining high velocities 
where such are utterly useless, Although a recent writer in the Mining 
Journal recommends the velocities in the main air channels and in the 
working faces to be as 7 ft. is to 3 ft. per second, I venture to lay it down 
#8 @ correct theoretical principle that the maximum velocity of air cur- 
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rents within a mine should be maintained only in the working faces, 
and that all departures from this principle is but absorbing the motive- 
power, and sacrificing the efficiency of the ventilation in producing high 
velocities, where they in no degree contribute to the safety of the mine. 
Most of the largely ventilated collieries I have seen absorb more of the 
ventilating pressure within a distance of 4 mile from the shaft than they 
do in all the remaining portion of the extent of the mine, the shafts them- 
selves always excepted. With the general ventilating arrangements of 
any coal mine unaltered, excepting in the amount of motive-power em- 
ployed—from the fact of the resistance increasing in a geometrical ratio 
with the increased velocity arising from increased motive-power—it is per- 
fectly clear that the greater the motive-power employed, and the greater 
the effect produced, the less will be the effect in proportion produced by 
any increase of motive-power; and as in furnace ventilation this motive- 
power entirely depends on the quantity of coal consumed, the more the 
furnaces are pushed the greater will be the consumption of coal in propor- 
tion to the air incirculation. It, therefore, follows that taking the quan- 
tity of air circulated by a given weight, say 1 lb. of coal, is an incorrect 
standard of comparison, for the less the furnaces are driven, and the less the 
quantity of air in circulation, the more will be due to each pound weight of 
coals consumed; and the more the furnaces are driven, and the greater the 
effect produced, the less in proportion will become the quantity of air due 
to each pound weight of coal consumed, omitting that this consideration 
has tended to produce false conclusions, The same may be said as regards 
the comparisons of different motive-powers to produce ventilation in the 
same mine. ‘To compare them fairly they should all commence from a 
uniform point, which may be called zero, or at that point where natural 
ventilation is in full and permanent action. If I am incorrect in these 
views, I shall be happy to be corrected by any of your numerous readers, 
Oct. 23. M. E. 





COLLIERY VENTILATION, 


Sir,—I observe, from your last Journal, that one of your correspondents 
expresses a favourable opinion with regard to Mr. Hughes’s system of ven- 
tilating coal mines, but thinks a centrifugal pump would be superior to a 
force pump for forcing in the air—an opinion in which I certainly do not 
concur with him, Hitherto I have considered the furnace the best system 
of ventilating that could be employed, and at the South Mostyn Colliery 
another proof is given that no reliance can be placed upon the fan—the 
breakage of the driving bands, the liability of the bearings of the axle to 
become heated, and the danger of the entire machine becoming enveloped 
in flame, as it did at South Mostyn, are all objections which do not exist 
with furnace ventilation, and for these reasons I certainly prefer the fur- 
nace in a by far the greater number of cases. 

Iam aware, however, that there are many pits where the use of the fur- 
nace is attended with much danger; and I also understand that sometimes 
the mechanical system has advantages. ‘Take the South Mostyn Pit, for 
example, where it has been found desirable to abandon the use of the fur- 
nace. Here, I have no doubt, some such system as that proposed by Mr. 
Hughes might have been found useful. Here is an cupledan which re- 
sults in the death of a dozen fellow-creatures, and lays a large pit idle for 
weeks, though not one of the sufferers is even singed with the fire-damp. 
Though three weeks have elapsed since the occurrence of the accident, the 
Government Inspector has been unable to pass through to examine the 
workings from the atmosphere still being of suffocating impurity. If Mr. 
Hughes’s system will act as he says it will, such a circumstance would be 
impossible; the deaths caused by the fire itself would be all that would 
follow ; because, directly the force of the explosion was passed, the venti- 
lation of the pit would be restored. Even in an explosion as considerable 
as that at Risca, not more than a few yards of tubing would have been 
displaced, and this could have been speedily repaired, or even if left unre- 
paired, the men could have been supplied with plenty of air until assist- 
ance could be sent to them. 

I am inclired to believe that the South Mostyn explosion will be posi- 
tively conducive to the safety of collieries, for it will prove one point of the 
greatest importance. Ithas been thought that the fresh air passed into the 
colliery at the rate of not less than 100,000 cubic feet per minute, and it has 
sometimes been said that even double that quantity passed. Let us see how 
near this is to the truth. The fan at Mostyn has now been set to work 
again for a fortnight, and it will still be some days before the Inspector can 
examine every portion of the mine. Now, if the fan drew through only 
50,000 cubic feet per minute, by this time something like 1,000,000,000 
cubic feet would have passed through the mine. If this quantity of air 
had been taken into the mine, the air would now have been much purer 
than is ever breathed in the streets of London. Mr. Hughes undertakes 
to change every foot of air in the mine at least once in twenty-four hours, 
and with such ventilation I feel convinced that complaints of bad air would 
be very seldom heard of. Muchas I am in favour of the furnace, Iam also 
bound to admit that what has been said in the Mining Journal, as to the 
suction principle (that at present is universally adopted) aiding the libera- 
tion of gas from the fissures of the coal is correct, and that Mr. Hughes 
would certainly have less gas to contend with, F, P.

COAL MINE INSPECTION—THE GENERAL RULES. 


Sir,—Some considerable interest is felt in this district with respect to 
the Government Inspection of Coal Mines, more especially since Mr. Per- 
kins has addressed a letter to the Cambrian, complaining of the verdict 
given by the magistrates on the occasion of Mr. Evans’s informations for 
breach of rules. I will pass over all the informations excepting the bore- 
holes, which appear so important that every care should be given to them. 
The general rule he is talking about provides that “sufficient bore-holes 
shall be kept in advance, and, if necessary, on both sides, to prevent inun- 
dations in every working approaching a place likely to contain a danger- 
ous accumulation of water;” and it seems to me that Mr. Perkins wishes 
it to be thought that the Act of Parliament leaves it for the coalowner to 
decide whether bore-holes are necessary to be kept going or not. Now, 
if such be the law, we might as well have none, because a master could 
always say that he did not think there was danger of gas, and there all 
penalty would cease; he would say, ‘I did not think the ‘place likely to 
contain a dangerous accumulation of water,’ and so I have not infringed 
the Act, though I did not keep bore-holes in advance.” 

Fortunately for the poor collier, the magistrates have decided that the 
law does not mean this, and that bore-holes should always be kept in ad- 
vance. I think there can be no doubt that this view is correct; the clause 
means—* Sufficient bore-holes shall, in all workings, be kept in advance, 
and, if necessary, on both sides also, in order to prevent inundations through 
approaching a place likely to contain a dangerous accumulation of water.” 
If the rule be read otherwise, I cannot see that the penalty for its infringe- 
ment could ever be recovered. But supposing the Act to mean that bore- 
holes are only to be kept in advance when the owner of the colliery con- 
siders them to be necessary, even then the penalty was properly inflicted, 
for I would ask—If there were no probability of water being met with, and 
no necessity for keeping bore-holes in advance, unless water was feared, 
how does it happen that at the Lynch Colliery bore-holes were kept on 
until within a few days of the accident? The fact was that the existence 
of old workings in the neighbourhood was well known, and that as a rule 
measures were taken for preventing accidents from cutting into them; a 
temporary neglect, however, caused them to be suspended, and the acci- 
dent was the result. Coat,

Therefore, it 
cannot but be considered a great misfortune when the conduct of one of Her Majesty’s In- 
spectors of Mines is calculated to bring descredit upon the important office which he holds. 
In the recent case h of rules at the Lynch Colliery, brought befdr the Swansea 
magistrates, the I r for the district issued.a summons against one of the proprie- 
tors for not having thefiew general rules postedtup on July 12 last, which {s not correct, 
as they were posi some weeks previously.’

It was not until after exhausting every effort to prove, by evidence which completely 
broke down, and which, indeed, as far as his own went, must have perfectly 

>to any bystander of even the intelligence, that a place likely to con- 





tain a dangerous accumulation of water wes being approached, that the Inspector, through 
his solicitor, to gain a conviction at all hazards,attempted to mislead the magistrates by 
insisting on a reading of the rule which, as a practical man, as I assume him to be, he 
must have known to be absurd on the face of it—viz., that bore-holes shall be kept 
in advance in all cases,and in every working approaching a place likely to contain a 
dangerous accumulation of water, on both sides also. Anyone possessing the slightest 
knowledge of colliery operations will at once perceive that the ciause under such a con- 
struction would be simply ridiculous. To prevent this, therefore, the Act indicates the 
situations in which bore-holes are necessary—in every working approaching a place 
likely to contain a dangerous accumulation of water. 

Such practices on the part of one holding so responsible a situation under the Crown 
cannot but tend to diminish the confidence of the magistrates in the opinions of the Go- 
vernment Inspectors, and by which inall matters involving questions of practical expe- 
rience they would naturally desire to be guided, as well as to lower the office in the eati- 
mation of the large body of coal workers, and the public generally.

PRACTICAL MINING—WINDING MACHINERY. 


Srr,—I find by referring to my paper on the “ Cornish Winding-Engine, 
and its Gear,” that I reeommended—1. The perpendicular winding-engine, 
with a crank of not less than 3} ft., as more economical in coal, &c., than 
the horizontal one.—2. The use of the “‘ wire-rope ” in all cases where it 
can be used without being worn through by friction against the rocks, either 
in the upper or under wall of the lode. I recommended this rope because 
it was much lighter, and would sustain its own weight at a much greater 
depth, and, therefore, the best adapted for deep mines, and where 
wire-rope cannot be used I recommended a chain, if for a deep min 
should be tapered down from } to 4 in.—3. I stated that nothing has yet 
been saved as to the cost per ton by the use of the skip; that the friction 
of the kibble, where the shaft is kept in proper repair, did not more than 
equal the extra weight of the skip.—4. I stated that where a wire-rope 
could be used, and where a great quantity of stuff was required to be raised 
from a shaft, the skip could be used to a very great advantage over the 
kibble, that 70 per cent. of staff more might be raised in the same time. I 
added that the use of a single skip was more expensive than the kibbles 
need to be, and that the entire cost per ton for winding with kibbles was 
1s. 4d. for about 250 to 300 ft. deep. 

If the above statements are wrong, or any better method of winding our 
stuff from deep mines can be pointed out, I shall be thankful for the infor- 
mation, but I regard nothing as a valuable improvement in mining that 
does not lessen the expense of prosecuting the development of our mines,

DRAWING ON INCLINED PLANES, 


Srr,—A new mode of drawing carriages up inclined planes has been 
suggested by an Italian engineer, named Aqudio. It consists in the use 
of two ropes instead of one. One of these is the traction rope, and the 
other a stronger rope to support the weight. Being a member of the 
Italian Parliament, Aqudio is likely to get his invention fairly tried; but 
the prospects of success can be easily calculated. He proposes, by di- 
viding the power between the ropes on either side uf the train, to reduce 
the gravitation of the train on the rope to one-fourth of what it was in 
any of the rope systems hitherto in operation. From the description given 
in the Zimes of the machine, it is inferred that each of the ropes is fas- 
tened to the carriage to be drawn up, so that no advantage is gained, to 
say the least. Indeed, it would appear that as a rule the entire strain is 
thrown upon the weaker rope; consequently, the traction-power will be 
reduced to the level of the strength of the smaller rope. None of the re- 
sults ‘* confidently anticipated” from the use of the system can reasonably 
be expected. The only use of the large rope, except when used for draw- 
ing the train after the breakage of the small rope, is to prevent the descent 
of the train when the rope breaks. There is is no diminution of tension on 
the moving rope. Aqudio’s power to draw a train would be limited to 
the strength of a rope weighing 2 lbs. to the yard, and having a diameter 
of only one centimetre. Until receiving more convincing proof of its 
utility, I should pronounce the suggestion to be valueless. P. M. 











JIGGING MACHINERY. 


Sir,—I observe from Jast week’s Journal that there is a striking simi- 
larity between Mr, Hunt’s Improved Jigging Machinery and that invented 
by Messrs. Petherick and Kingston, just twenty years before the date of his 
patent. I do not wish to infer that Mr. Hunt is a mere plagiarist, and am, 
moreover, ready to admit that Petherick’s machines were never very exten- 
sively adopted, but Mr. Hunt has certainly been so completely anticipated 
that I fear he will have much difficulty to maintain his claim to protection 
under his patent. From your articles it appears that Mr. Hunt almost 
confines his claim to the forcing of the water through the sieves by sudden 
jerks or fluxes, but an examination of Petherick’s patent convinces me that 
even that is notnew. Of course Mr. Hunt may be enabled to point out 
the improvements he has made, and I trust that he will, as you remark, 
meet the reward he merits, but I think, for the benefit of first inventors, the 
subjoined facts should be made known. 

In April, 1830, Mr. Thomas’ Petherick patente a machine similar to 
Mr. Hunt’s, with one important exception—that the water was drawn back 
through the ore after it had been forced upward. This difference would, 
no doubt, have left Mr. Hunt some claim for novelty, but unfortunately 
Mr. Petherick seems to have very soon found out that it was undesirable 
to let the water return through the ore, for in March, 1832, he patented, 
in conjunction with Mr. Kingston, an improvement, which consisted in 
forcing through the water precisely as in Mr. Hunt’s machine, and per- 
mitting it to flow over the top of the vessel—he even states that the water 
should be forced through by sudden fluxes. Indeed, Mr. Petherick’s ma- 
chine appears to me to possess some advantages over Mr. Hunt’s, as illus- 
trated in last week’s Journal, although perhaps Mr. Hunt would do the 
same as Mr. Petherick if he had several sieves to put up on one mine. Mr. 
Petherick has the pump and plunger arranged like Mr. Hunt, and a valve 
to prevent the return of the water through the sieve, but around this pump 
he arranges several sieves, so that each stroke of the piston assists in the 
jigging of four, six, or more sieves of ore ; by this means a much larger 
quantity of ore may be dressed in a given time. Mr. Hunt may, perhaps, 
be able to refute these statements, but until he has done so he cannot ex- 
pect to be paid royalty. AntI-PaTent. 


THE NATURAL VALUE OF GOLD. 


Srr,—From native gold being an earthy product, and so universally 
distributed by an all-wise Providence, it must be an elementary princi- 
ple, consequently the same quantum of golden essentials originally de- 
signed fur this world ever will remain on it the same, no matter how 
abraded or transformed, since it is impossible the primogenial ‘principles 
of Nature can ever decrease, or that it is in the power of mortals to make 
any addition to Nature’s ordinations; nevertheless certain people, by per- 
severance, may visibly accumulate more some eras than others, yet that 
temporary increase will not ultimately affect the mean of Nature’s prior 
decrees, only that the supply and demand for earthly things for the time 
being will be ruled by the changeable value at which different persons rate 
that prime mover of all terrestrial exchanges; therefore, from gold being 
the standard of comparison to regulate the mean value of most commercial 
matters, no amount of the precious dust ever found will cause that noble 
metal to fall in real value, for it matters but little at what figure the mer- 
cantile price of gold may be quoted at any place or time, the medium of 
its intrinsic worth will average par. Ay arbitrary or nominal rate set 
on gold, from any cause, can only be temporary, and can never seriously 
affect its natural worth; neither is it because any fixed weight of pure 
metal may be bartered for a less weight of silver one time than others, that 
is any proof positive gold is actually of less real value than before, merely 
from the supply and demand of both metals fluctuating as local circum- 
stances arise. In future writings we will plainly show the amount and 
relative worth of gold always was, and ever will be, in the mean of this 
globe’s legitimate transactions, about 4x4=16 times of greater exchange- 
able value than silver, hence at present the latter metal is rather above its 
natural mean comparative price, consequently an influx of silver may be 
expected from some natural source to keep the equilibrium of metals at the 
mean ratios of their genuine standards, particularly as every year adds 
millions of the most precious dust to personal treasures; nevertheless, at 
whatever gross amount gold may be concentrated or distributed among 
any set of people, its mean value rules all other metals, because, like most 
other gatherings of man’s hands, it costs as much to purchase exchangeable 
goods to procure 100 pounds worth of native gold, as it doth to produce 
100 pounds worth of most other commodities; it thus becomes merely a 
change of exports. Those that gather gold from the soil of its birth re- 
ceive in exchange goods of more use to them; thus, while one is employed 
in picking over dirt, others are manufacturing goods for a mutual trans- 
ference; consequently, when all the yellow findings this planet yielded 
(say) during the last 20 years, estimated at 80s. per ounce, and all the ex- 
penditure duly calculated to procure thf same, adding, of course, all losses 

by California and other fires, hips wrecked, or what not, in pro- 
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curing the golden freight, on which side would the real profits or loss pre- | 
ponderate ? If, then, gold in the mean incurs, upon the average, about 
four sovereigns to procure each ounce, how can any influx of such dear- 
purchased materials ever get much reduced below the par of its cost to ac- 
cumulate ? for as soon as the generality of diggers find four sovereigns can 
be earned quicker and easier by any other means than delving, the spade 
and pick will get abandoned in proportion as other manual exertions get 
more profitable; it thus shows a very wise and beneficial provision of the | 
omnipotent designer, in regulating human affairs, that the precious metals 
cannot ever be manufactured by any rule of man’s scheming, or even ga- 
thered where their designer placed them without the trouble and expense 
equal to their average worldly estimations. While such is the case gold 
and silver must always rule the mean value of other commodities. Could 
pure gold once be made by human stratagems, then, no doubt, that metal 
would soon lose its royal prestige, and become a commoner; but as it can- 
not ever be so, gold must always retain its royal prerogative of controlling 
all other sublunary metals; therefore, let no nation fear their stock of 
genuine aurifodina will be worth less than 16 times its weight of good ar- 
genta, except on those days and places when certain parties wish to borrow 
or exchange their circulars to equalise their present demands, &c.

THE IGNEOUS THEORY—GRANITE ROCKS OF DONEGAL. 


Srr,—In a recent number of the Journal I was surprised to find myself 
— as a supporter of Mr. Evan Hopkins’s theory of geology. In your 
ournal of the 28th ult., “‘ Geological Student” requests you to insert an 
abstract of my paper read before the British Association. You do me the 
honour to comply with his request ; however, the report published in your 
Journal differs so materially from that furnished by me to the Manchester 
Guardian that it certainly appears that my statements have been purposely altered to 
suit “ Geological Student’s” views. Might I, therefore, beg you to have the kindness 
to insert the following tabie of errata. I find one sentence reads thus : ~“ It (the gra- 
nite) lies in bands corresponding to tle general amination of the country, and in its 
character is essentially gneissose (laminated granite); and, lastly, at points inside the 
area of the granite, metamorphic rocks (limestones and slates) are found with their 
bands, which are ali more or less vertical, unchanged.” For this read :—* It lies in beds 
corresponding to the general lie of the strata of the country, and in its character is essen- 
tially gneissose ; and, lastly, at points inside the area of the granite, metamorphic rocks 
(limestones and shales) are found with their bedding, which is nearly vertical, un- 
changed.” Delete laminated granite entirely. A few lines lower down I read :—‘“ The 
solution of this offered by the authors of the paper was that the whole of the rocks, 
been originally laminated or subdivided by crystalline planes, and had been subjected 
to some actions which are termed metamorphic.” In this,as before, delete or subdivided 
oy crystalline planes, and for laminated read stratified. I never have used the term 
* laminated” as applied to granite or any rocks, excepting mica slate; and as to “ crys- 
talline planes,” there are no such things in existence, as applied to rock masses. If 
“ Geological Student” will have the kindness to look af the original abstract of my 
paper, in the Manchester Guardian of Sept. 9, he will see that, whoever talked about 
Jamination, I certainly did not do so. I hope you may be able to spare a few lines for 
the insertion of the above.—Suffolk-street, Dublin, Oct. 19.

THE GEOLOGICAL FORMATION OF THE EARTH. 


Sir,—With your permission I will call attention to the very important announcement 
from Sir Roderick Murchison to Dr. Cumming, in answer to a question,—** Do you really 
believe that the centre of this earth is like a burning cauldron?” To which Sir Roderick 
replied,—“ Most certainly I do; and nobody but an ignoramus would dispute it.” In 
the letter of a correspondent, in the Journal of Oct. 5, it is stated,—* It is also equally 
pleasing to learn that Mr. Scott’s valuable communication met with the approbation of 
the President of the Geological Section, who candidly admitted that the numerous scien- 
tific gentlemen who now maintained the semi-aqueous, crystalline, and chemical theory, 
in opposition to the plutonic, would certainly compel the elder geologists, to a great ex- 
tent, to modify some of their original conclusions as to grantite.” This shows a very 
great modification in the ideas of the learned President ; and I wish it was the only contra- 
diction and error by which the learned theorist has, unfortunately for many, misled those 
who have taken his (and the learned associates with him) statements, maps, and sec- 
tions of the stratification to be correct. But, I am sorry to say, you cannot point out a 
single county in which the sections of the stratification are correctly laid down, to say 
nothing of all that heap of accumulated rubbish, to prove that the successional layers or 
bands of the stratum denote a separate epoch of the world’s formation. 

We must be worthy of the professional title he gives those who differ from him if we 
believe he, or any of the very learned theorists, could give up the idea of the place they 
intend to occupy when leaving the abode of fossils. And if we are to believe Mr. Ennor, 
this time cannot be far distant, for he states,—** The plutonic theorists are on their last 
legs, and that a new class of geologists will have to take the field, and to establish laws 
founded ov facts, and not on hearsay, as hitherto.” But Mr. Ennor and the unnatural 
philosophers do not agree, for they state,—*t This is a time of rest, in which no very great 
geological change in the formations is taking place.” So that Mr. Ennor’s “ rapid growth 
and decomposition” theory will want further proof. But time will show which Is right, 
if the very great changes predicted by the Doctor, and assisted by the learned Preisdent 
to accomplish in consigning the whole to the theory of the burning cauldron, be correct,

THE NORTH HAFOD SILVER-LEAD MINE. 


Srr,—I was very much disappointed at the discussion between Captain 
Matthew Francis and “C. T.”’ so soon assuming such a personal aspect. 
As a student, I had looked forward to the acquisition of a good deal of 
information on mining and the formation of lodes in Cardiganshire. I 
regret it the more, as to me—writing from memory only—there is no dis- 
crepancy between Mr. Smyth, in the Geological Survey, and the ‘‘ pink 
zones” of Capt. Francis. I understand Mr. Smyth to convey the facts that in Cardigan- 
shire metal-bearing lodes do not exist under precisely the same conditions as elsewhere ; 
that productive lodes exist only in beds of argillaceous rock, which beds “ strike” north- 
east and south-west, and are bounded north and south by arenaceous beds. Here, then, 
Nes the difficulty of your correspondent,“ C. T.” Capt. Francis shows that a number of 
productive mines bear a certain position to each other, which if shown on a horizontal 
section would “ strike” transversely to the “ strike” of theargillaceous rock. Mr. Smyth 
shows that in certain beds having a certain lithological character metal-bearing lodes 
occur; that in certain other beds of diff lithological app metal-bearing loces 
do not occur. Mr. Smyth speaks of metal-bearing strata having the strike “C. T.” has 
laid so much stress upon; and Capt. Francis has coloured a map into “ pink zones” of 
profit-paying mines, but having a different strike, as far as the zones only are concerned. 
I do not recollect that Mr. Smyth any where in the Geological Survey asserts that mines 
* may not be sorted into zones. Both may;and can, be right. The mines may fulfil all 
the concizions named by Mr. Smyth,—that is, strike north-east and south-west, and 
have their locality in the metal-bearing argillaceous rocks, striking north-east and 
south-west,—and yet be included in the “ pink zones” of Capt. Francis, “‘C. T.” has 
not shown that mines exist between the zones; nor has Capt. Francis shown that pro- 
ductive mines exist in arenaceous rock. “ C, T.” has evidently taken Capt. Francis to 
mean by his pink zones that mines are indiscriminately productive, both in argillaceous 
and arenaceous rocks. Capt. Francis, in his reply, suspecting some sinister motive, has, 
quite as evidently, not answered—through misapprehension—the proposition of “ C, T.” 
Notwithstanding the objection of Capt. Francis to an anonymous correspondent, may 

I be permitted to bring the question back to its original position, by asking Capt. Francis 
whether his Cardiganshire experience corroborates Mr. Smyth with regard to the non- 
productiveness of arenaceous rock? In other words, Capt. Francis, is there a difference 
in the productiveness of lodes in sandy, gritty rock, and in clayey, shaly rock? Do you 
know a paying mine in sandy rock? Do you know of the existence of any large body 
of so-called “igneous rock?” If so, has it any influence for good or evil on the metal 
lodes in its vicinity? I beg to assure Capt. Francis that I have no further motive in 
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ig the above questions than the increase of my knowledge on those points, and that 
not my wish to draw him into any discussion that will, in the slightest degree, bring 


into collision with the writers of the Memoirs of the Geological Survey. Capt. 
ncis’s experience in Cardiganshire may weil bring him into the presence of facts un- 
known to the writers of the Memoirs: and if he has a knowledge of such facts, I am 


sure no one would more readily acknowledge their obligations to Capt. Francis than the 
G.LP 


writers of the Geological Survey, or his anonymous correspdhdent.

Sirn,—Mr. Milford attended the meeting from London with proxies for 2000 shares, 
and threats of winding-up the mine in the Court of Chancery, to oppose which the lords 
threaten an action for breach of covenants. By law we are bound to work the mine, 
whether it pays or not, for the term of 21 years, ending in 1872, for the lease has no re- 
tiring clause, therefore we must work the mine.

THE PADSTOW MINING DISTRICT. 


Sirn,—My engagements having called me for a few weeks to the neighbourhood of 
Padstow, in Cornwall, I have been to pay some attention to the geological character 
of the district, its mineral resou d to some of the mines now being worked within 
a few miles of Padstow. The ge result has been some degree of surprise that more 
has not been done in the way of mining; and I cannot but think that before long a 
knowledge of the valuable lodes of copper and lead which are to be found here must in- 
duce capitalists to invest more largely than they have yet done in the mines of this 
neighbourhood. A superficial glance at the country has led many to suppose that little 
is to be found except slate; and some of the landowners and farmers, having a strong 
prejudice against mining, have encouraged this idea, and, when no longer able to deny 
the existence of good lodes on their estates, have resolutely refused to grant setts. I 
have no hesitation in saying that in this way one landowner here prevents hundreds of 
pounds being spent in Padstow every week. I have seen old workings, with lodes rich 
enough to pay any amount of outlay, wholly closed by the landowner. In spite, how- 
ever, of this difficulty a few setts have been obtained, and there is now a prospect of 
good paying mines being established. 

The general character of the district is highly favourable to rich veins of ore. Clay- 
slate is thrown up by courses of elvan and fine granite; and in the clay-slate, between 
the elvan and granite courses, I have found the backs of apparently rich lodes of ore. 
Had such lodes existed in any of the Duchy lands they would have been worked long 
ago. On examining the cliffs, in company with Capt. Jenkins, we found in one place 
two strong champion lodes, from 8 to 10 ft. wide, and producing a dark gossan, and spots 
of mundic and yellow copper. The lodes are between courses of what is here called 
* catecleu,”—a stone between an elvan and a granite. In another place we found a shaft 
had been sunk to prove a lode we saw in the cliff, and were surprised no further opera- 
tions had been made; but on enquiry I was told that the underlie of the lode brought 
them in a few fathoms on Mr. Brune’s land, and they could not obtain a sett. 

Near to this, however, a little has been done. North Trelether has been productive 
of some good copper ore ; in fact, some of the richest I have seen in Cornwall, containing 
frum 10 to 16 ozs. of silver to the ton of copper. This mine is, in the opinion of many 
good Judges, working on its worst lode. The western lode, running parallel at a distance 
of 60 fms., is stronger and wider; and as the underlie is east, and the underlie of their 
present lode west, [ think a cross-cut at their present depth of 30 (ms. would not cost 
more than 150/., and would quickly make this a good dividend-paying mine. Great 
credit is due to the captain and proprietors of this mine for the way in which the mine 
has been worked. The machinery is of the most modern character, and the engine equal 
to any reasonable amount of work ; in fact, nothing paltry is seen about the mine. At 
a distance of a mile and a half Old Trelether workings are to be seen. This rich mine 
was stopped by the landowner. At a short distance further south is Creddis Mine, 
working, I should say, on what appears to be the western lode at North Trelether. The 
history of this mine is worth notice. About half a century ago the mine was very suc- 
cessful. From the amount paid in dues, I see they must have raised upwards of 9000/. 
worth of ore; but the proprietors had few appliances, and after raising the best of the 
ore to the surface it was sent in its rough state to Swansea. A small engine was at 
length erected, to enable them to work below the adit level. At this point a legal dis- 
pute arose with the proprietor of the adjoining land, and to prevent a lawsuit the mine 
was stopped. After lying idle for forty years a company has now obtained a lease of 
the sett from the trustees of the Creddis estate, and from the spirit with which they 
have commenceé I augur very favourable results. The shaft now being sunk on the 
back of the lode yields a splendid gossan and grey copper ore; and the lode, which has 
been reached through the clearing of the adit, yields a rich grey and black copper, worth, 
I should think, 207. per ton. I could not resist the temptation to examine this lode for 
myself, and found it regular and uniform in character, as far as can yet be seen. It is 
worthy of note that the backs have only been partially removed, and the old stulls yield 
stones of ore that will well repay dressing by present machinery. 

Near to Creddis is Carthew Mine, which has been stopped, but is now going on again. 
Lam told that a moderate outlay would make this a good paying mine. At Trelow Mine 
they are driving an adit level, and have fair prospects of success. 

I could mention several other mines around, but those named will show the import- 
ance of this district, and may, I hope, by the assistance of your valuable Journal, lead 
others to examine the neighbourhood, and assist in developing its resources.

REDRUTH, GWENNAP, ST. AGNES, ILLOGAN, AND 
CAMBORNE MINING DISTRICTS. 


Srr,—On seeing a sketch of the Carn Brea Hill in your Journal recently, in connection 
with the North Pool Mine prospectus, | have been forcibly reminded of my early ram-

From age to age, while time shall last,— | The ores beneath, mid Nature’s freaks, » 

I think anon of early days, And storms the rock, which yields at last 

Before life’s stern realities, The treasure sought by labours past. 

With mallet, powder, fire, and steam, So toiling thousands spend their life, 

Awoke me from this pleasanc dream In forlorn hopes of danger’s strife, 
Unmedal’d and unclasp’d. 


It is certainly a most astonishing sight to view the numerous mines around this dis- 
trict, with their hundreds of engines and chimneys; and more so to those familiar with 
the various departments of mining manipulations, with the excavations appertaining 
thereto. Some idea of the extent of the subterranean workings may be conceived from 
the fact that if these different levels and shafts were all placed lineally onward they 
would reach from the Land’s End, Cornwall, to Scotland, in one continuous tunnel. But 
to execute this enormous amount of work,it is painful to consider how many must have 
perished for want of good air, food, and proper attention to clothing; and others from 
hopes deferred, heart sickness, accidents, and the general combination of ills peculiar to 
the miner’s mode of existence. Nor has it been confined to tie actual workmen to mo- 
nopolise all the excitements accessory to mining, for many a fortune has been gained in 
a day, and many a man ruined by the most tediously slow degrees, usurping for another’s 
benefit ail his previous labours; and this is often the case with companies. For there 
is scarcely a mine even in this district but has been worked the second or third time, 
and still richer than before. For illustration, a worthy old farmer, who had been a 
miner in his youth, had been venturing for years in a mine where the calls were much 
heavier than he could manage to pay, so that, in his strong opinion, he had sold all he 

, excepting a milch cow; and many bitter taunts and much abuse, as may be 
supposed, he had received from his wife and others from time to time, which he bore as 
patiently as he could under the doubly painful circumstances, The mine continued most 
interesting, and “too keenly” to let go. He drew himself up for as persuasive an ar- 
gument as was possible, to endeavour to persuade his better half to sell even the cow, 
when, to his utter astonishment, he was told immediately that, as he had sold every- 
thing else without her consent, she would now venture the cow also. This was the 
means of obtaining a large fortune. They lived long and happily, and bought the cow again 
at a high price, to share the comforts she had been the unconscious means of obtaining. 

This district is noted for containing about a dozen most masterly and abundantly- 
mineralised lodes, making in each for unusual lengths in a most regular manner. Be- 
ginning south with Tresavean, which made an immense profit out of the granite, but on 
entering the killas was immediately poor. Eastward we next come to the United Mines, 
and, although in the same killes, they have been exceedingly rich ; as also the Consoli- 
dated Mines, which are only about. furlong north, and with Clifford and Poldice form- 
ing the most extensive mines in wall.

BRYN GWIOG MINE, AND THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM. 


Sin,—In referring to the Bryn Gwiog Company's meeting, in last week’s Journa!, your 
reporter has omitted a very important point in the discussion, concerning the desirability 
of bringing the company under the Joint-Stock Companies Acts, with limited liability. 
The sole objection which received any support at the meeting was this :— Whilst the 
company fs, as at present, on the Cost-book System, the shares are passed by a simple 
* notice of transfer” (cost-book notice), with the 6d. stamp thereon; but Mr. Dunsford, 
and one or two other shareholders present at the meeting, expressed the opinion that if 
the company were registered an ad valorem stamp would be required. This would, no 
doubt, be the case, but the additional security which registration would secure to the 
shareholders would be worth far more than this trifling tax. 

The position of the company is at 4° eng most questionable. The mine not being 
within the Stannaries, the shareholders Mave all the liabilities and responsibilities of a 
private partnership, without its advantages. Every shareholder’s private property ts 
liable to be seized for any debts due from the company, precisely as though the mine 
was worked by a private partnership of only two members. Yet, in the event of the 
mine getting into difficulties, it might, and probably would, be found that many of the 
more resp ble shareholders had disposed of their interest to persons without a penny, 
80 that the whole of the burden would fall on an unfortunate feW™We have, happily, 
not yet had our law courts occupied with the winding-up of a self-styled cost-book min- 
ing company —a cost-book company working mineé out of the Stannaries—or there would, 
perhaps, be less confidence in them. One PRESENT AT THE MEETING. 


THE CLIMATE OF ENGLAND AND INDIA. 


Sir,—In my letter in last week’s Journal I stated’that there would be a 

change in the“weather about the 20th: that change occurred, and rain has 

fallen more or less in all parts of England. I wish to call attention to a 

singular fact, that when wet years occur in England this phenomenon pro- 

duces corresponding droughts in other climates of the earth, and vice versa. 

By the last advices from India we learn—* The rains and floods in Bengal 

have been beyond any experience since 1838, when a similar phenomenon 
followed the Indian famines in 1836 and 1837;” while, during the last three 
months, we have had very little rain in Europe. In the meteorological 
cycle, in which our climate revolves (see my “‘ Climate of England:” Long- 
man and Co.), it will be observed 1836 was one of our wet years, which 
brought us a deficient harvest; while, in 1860, the amount of rain which 
fell in England was almost without a precedent in the meteorological his- 
tory of our climate. This last event, together with the cometary influences, 
produced a severe drought, and, consequently, the late terrible famine in 
India. As we have now a comparatively clear insight into the meteoro- 
logical cycle in which our climate revolves, we can predict with great cer- 
tainty ohm these terrible calamities will re-occur in that distant part of 
our eastern empire, as also the exact periods when the wet years which 
bring us bad harvests at home. 

It is most singular to observe how each latitude of the earth’s surface is 
visited in rotation by these meteorological phenomena. Wonderful, indeed, 
are the order of Nature’s laws. In the usual course of events—and it is 
idle to attempt to reason away the order of these great laws, their unerring 
action we can trace over hundreds of years, or yet to treat this subject 
lightly—it is like waiting to see if the sun will shine again next year. We 
cannot shut our eyes to the great fact that, in 1864, we shall again expe- 
rience another very wet year, with all the misery these events bring in 
their train. With the present political state of the whole world, and ge- 
neral stagnation in every branch of commerce, we shall be ill able to pay 
another 50,000,0002. to purchase foreign food for our teeming and increas- 
ing population. ‘This being a subject on which the well-being of so many 
millions depend, it certainly calls for an immediate enquiry on the part of 
our Government. With reference to the weather for the next week there 
will be some strong winds from about the 28th to the 30th, with more or 
less changeable weather to the end of the month. G. SHEPHERD,

Meetings of Mining Companies, 
—_-++—~<__—— 
BULLER AND BASSET UNITED MINING COMPANY. 


A special general and general meeting of proprietors was held at the company’s offices, 
Austinfriars, on Tuesday,— Mr. W. LeveaN in the chair. 


Mr, W. CHARLEs (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the mi- 
nutes of the last were read and confirmed. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that the object of the special meeting was to consider the pro- 
priety of altering and amending the existing rules and regulations of the company, or to 
substitute, if approved by the meeting, the proposed rules and regulations, a copy of 
which had been sent to each shareholder.—Upon the suggestion of Mr. Berry (the 
company’s solicitor), the existing rules were read by the secretary. 

Mr. R,. TREDINNICK wished to know if, in substituting the amended rules for those 
now existing, any of the conditiuns or covenants embodied in the constitution of the 
company would be thereby affected ?—The Soticiror explained that the alteration or 
amendment of rules could in no way, directly or indirectly, affect the vested rights of 
the company. ‘ 

The SECRETARY, in answer to a question as to the reason which had actuated the com- 
mittee to recommend a revision of the company’s present rules and regulations, stated 
that there were several existing rules which were not exactly in accordance with the pre- 
sent position of the company. 

Mr. TREDINNICK enquired, if the new rules submitted were adopted, whether they 
would become operative hereafter without theconfirmation of the next general meeting ? 
—The SoticrTror would certainly recommend that they should be confirmed at the next 
general meeting. 

Mr. Pocock, who had carefully read the proposed new rules, felt that he was treading 
upon delicate ground when he suggested that some two or three minor alterations should 
be made. He admitted he was not very conversant with the working of such matters, 
and, therefore, whatever remarks or suggestions he might make would be with all due 
submission to the professional gentleman who was acting as the company’s solicitor. 

The proposed new rules were then read and discussed seriatim. Some discussion en- 
sued upon Rule 2. It was to the effect that the adventure and the operations of the mines 
should be carried on entirely on the Cost-book Principle, subject to such other rules or 
regulations as may hereafter be made by any special general meeting for the govern- 
ment of the affairs of the mine, not inconsistent with the Cost-book Principle. 

Mr. TREDINNICK urged that it should be the province and in the power of a general, 
and not of a special general, meeting to alter and amend any of the company’s rules 
and regulations. 

The SECRETARY contended that in any association, the members of which were living 
at distant parts of the country, it would be very unfair to invest any ordinary general 
meeting with the power of altering, substituting, and amending any or the whole of the 
company’s rules. If such were the case they might have a new code of rules every 
three months ; and under those circumstances shareholders, and especially those living 
at a distance, could never know the rules by which the company was governed. 

Mr. TREDINNICK saw there was great force in the remarks that had fallen from Mr. 
Charles, but, at the same time, it must not be forgotten that those who attended the general 
meetings would undoubtedly do the best for the general interest of the company. Be- 
sides, there were the officers of the company, who could at any time cail a special 
general meeting. 

Mr. Pocock was decidedly of opinion that no alteration in the fundamental rules of 
the company should be made without the sanction of a special general meeting, con- 
vened for the purpose. 

The Soticrror said the whole question resolved itself into two points—one of conve- 
nience and the other of safety. As he was not himself a shareholder, he should not pre- 
sume to dictate to shareholders upon the subject, but he must say that were he a share- 
holder he should be disposed to vote in favour of the view propounded by Mr. Charlies, 
although he saw great force in the remarks of Mr. Tredinnick. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired of Mr. Berry if the Stannaries Court would recognise any 
rules which shareholders might agree upon ?—The Soxiciror replied that the Stannaries 
Court would recognise any rule not inconsistent with the Cost-book Principle, and not 
only recognise it, but would grant a decree upon it. 

Mr. TREDINNICK moved an amendment, to the effect that general meetings should be 
empowered to alter and amend the company’s rules ; which, in the absence of a seconder 
fell to the ground. 

Upon Rule 3—* That a general meeting of adventurers shall be held at some conve- 
nient place, to be appointed from time to time by the committee of management or pur- 
ser, once in every three months,” &., 

Mr. Pocock thought it would be much better if the place of meeting were settled by 
a general meeting, and that no variation could take place withont first obtaining the 
sanction of a general meeting. 

The SECRETARY said the meetings would, of course, be held, as usual, at the offices of 
the company ; but, supposing it so happened that there were present 100 shareholders, 
they would be compelled, per force, to hold the meeting “ at some convenient place,” and 
yet would have no power to do so, 

Rules 4, 5, 6, and 7 were passed without any discussion. 

MrxTREDINNICK took objection to Rule 8, empowering a special general meeting to 
forfeit shares in arrears of call. 

The SECRETARY, in answer to a question, stated that, according to the old rale, which 
/Still existed in many, if not most, cost-book companies, at every general meeting shares 
‘in arrears of call might be-forfeited ; but unless it could be proved that the rule had been 
regularly acted upon, according to the view of the Vice-Warden, it became inoperative 
from disuetude. But such a rule as that now proposed gave them the power of forfeit- 
ing all such shares by a resolution of a special general meeting convened for that pur- 
pose, and a similar rule had been sanctioned by several authorities. 

The Soxtcrtor said the simple question was whether a special was to have 
the power 0: forfeiting shares : it in no way prejuced the right to recover the arrears of 
call, nor the right of the purser to sell the shares under the decree of the Coort. 

Upon Rule 9, with regard to the reinquishment of shares,an amendment was pro- 
posed, but upon being put was declared lost. Rules 10 and 11 were‘agreed to with- 
out discussion. 

Mr. Harrison said that as Mr. Berry, their solicitor, who had no share nor interest 
in the company, recommended the substitation of the proposed rules in lieu of those now 
poms pe Mr. Charles; wpo had had great experience in such matters, fully en- 
dorsed t con n on hus fi nd tf. ne 
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are hereby adopted as the rules and regulations for the future governance of the com - 

pany, and that all rules and regulations which are inserted in the cost-book up to this 

date, and which have been acted upon and recognised by this company, be and are hereby 
inded and abolished 





The special meeting being thus concluded, the general busi was p ded with, 
when a statement of accounts was submitted, from which the following is condensed :—

The SecretTany then read the report of the agents, as follows :— 

Oct, 19.—We are driving at the 100, east and west on the course of the lode. The 
eastern level is extended 13 fms.; the size of the lode throughout this drivage has been 
large. Within the last few fathoms there has been some improvement; the granite is 
looking more favourable, with a corresponding change in the lode.

The fine 70-in. engine 
was quiet: another lift was being placed in the shaft, and full 30 fms. down its per- 
pendicular depth could be seen the blinking candles of the pitmen, the light diminished 
to pins’ points, and the gleam of the water beneath. Before the adventurers left the 
engine was again at work. Down and across the valley, over the open adit, and away 
to the left, a high mound of rabbish showed where a shaft has been sunk on Marchi- 
son’s lode. A horse draws the kibbles as yet, and men are busily driving and sinking 
to develope this part of the mine.

The committee’s report stated that since the last meeting the engine-shaft has been 
completed to the 120, and, as was surmised in the last report, a great change has taken 
place in the lode.

The report of the agents having been read, 

The CHArRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, said [he had pleasure in meeting 
the shareholders, jinasmuch as, although the market price of the shares was reduced, 
he thought the prospects of the mine were better than for many months past, and he 
was glad to say a call would not be required. After the general meeting, three months 
ago, he thought is his duty, as Chairman of that ti and asa of the com- 
mittee, to make a personal visit to the mine, not only for the purpose of seeing the work- 
ing operations, but to make himself acquainted with the captain, as well as the class of 
people employed, and the principles ou which the operations were conducted, He stated 
that he found everything satisfactory, and was not less gratified with the intelligence of 
the managers than the respectable and industrious appearance of all the subordinates, 
When he was on the spot he made particular enquiries respecting the sales and sampling 
of ore, both good and inferior, as well as the mundic, and upon discussing the method 
with Capt. Harper, he found that much more might be made of the lower classes of pro- 
duce than had been, and he took upon himself to instruct Capt. Harper to sample what 
he could, and sell it on a different plan, and to different parties. He also found that a 
very low character of ore, which was literally thrown away, and practically unpro- 
ductive, might be turned to some account, which he directed to be done. The conse- 
quence of this has been, that in the month of September last the company sold 100 tons 
of mundic for 65/., in addition to the ordinary sale of ore, amounting to 9187. Besides 
which sales, the company will have to take credit for carriage of ore, which will make 
a grand total on the two months’ sale of near upon 1150/.; a larger sum than has been 
previously produced at any sale, and which left a clear profit of 3007. on the working 
operations. If the company could only keep up that amount, the directors would be 
able to pay regular bi-monthly dividends of at least 2s. per share. The Chairman said 
he wished to give some explanation as to the great expenditure on the mine, and the 
necessity for calls, which he knew had caused surprise, and some dissatisfaction, amongst 
the shareholders, The expenses of the mine in March, April, and May last, amounted 
to about 1400/.; the income from ore sold to about 900/.: leaving a deficiency of abont 
5007. But, then, theshareholders must remember this was for three months’ costs against 
two months’ return. If half the produce of the sale be added to the income, there would 
have been a deficiency of 507. only ; had the standard not been so very low there would 
have been a profit. He added, that all the ore was raised at a profit more or less, and 
the loss was on the tutwork, which could not be dispensed with,—for instance, in the 
53 fm. level east they have six men; in the 41, four men; inthe 30, six men; in the20, 
four men; in the 10, six men; in the 53, four men; or a total of about 30 men, all 
employed at tutwork, or unproductive working. If the costofthe wages and materials 
be estimated at 5/. per man per month, it leaves aclear unproductive payment or loss of 
1507. per month, or an annual expenditure of 1800/. a year on dead work. Whilst upon 
this subject, the Chairman thought it right to take the opinion of the general body of 
shareholders, on the propriety of one member of the board visiting the mine at least 
once in every two months; he felt it most desirable this should be done. He, person- 
ally, could not often go, but; parties living near mightdo so. What would be said if 
any man who had a factory, or other undertaking, employing 100 hands, and expending 
5007. a month in wages, did not give an occasional inspection,—would he be satisficd 
to leave it entirely in the hands of distant agents? He believed it would be for the ad~- 
vantage of the company to pass a resolution to that effect ; for, although he considered 
that the committee were justified in visiting the mine, and looking after the sharehold- 
ers’ interests, he did not think they would care to do so unless under the approval of 
the general body of shareholders.

Remarks.—The Metal Market generally has evinced more activity dur- 
ing this week than for some time past, and sales are reported in most de- 
scriptions of metals. The accounts from India by the last mail show a 
considerable improvement in the demand for metals, especially copper and 
iron. ‘Tin-plates, too, although so long neglected, are said to be looking 
up. This will, no doubt, exercise a beneficial effect on our market, and 
Indian orders may be expected to come in more freely than of late. As yet 
the French demand does not appear to be very great; no doubt, however, 
is entertained but that eventually the trade with France will form a very 
important item in the English metal markets, but some time must neces- 
sarily elapse before the superiority of our goods is sufficiently known to 
produce a large demand. 

Correr.—The smelters of English have to-day announced an advance 
of 47. 10s. per ton on unmanufactured, and 4d. per lb. on manufactured 
descriptions, making the present price of cake, tile, and ingot 1027.

The opinion gains d that the vast exjpenditures of Govern- 
ment, passing directly into the hands of the people, will soon powerfully 
react on trade, and make it comparatively active drwing the approaching 
winter. During the past month Government, in its payme nts for war material (em- 
ploying thousands of artizans and labourers in all the loyal St ates) and of the army, has 
expended about $30,000,000, and for some time its expenditu res will be equally large ; 
the effects of such must quickly and greatly stimulate dome stic commerce and manu- 
factures in all staple branches. The continuance of an activ e export demand for our 





produce, our small imports, the influx of gold and silver, the s trong specie lines, and the 
sound condition of our banks, and the greatly improving condit ion of domestic exchanges, 
are circumstances worthy of note. And though current political events are by many 





considered untoward, yet the several expeditions now being set afoot by Government 
most likely will give an effective check to the rebellion, and assure a degree of certainty 
toourfuture. The abundant means in the hands of capitalists, and so patriotically placed 
at the disposal of the Government, the great resources of men and material now rapidly 
developing, and the almost unanimous condition of public opinion, are certainly highly 
assuring, and, properly and honestly managed and directed, must soon effect great national 
results. Confid c , and tures are gradually and surely reviving. 

, Copper: After the speculative movements carly in September prices d for a 
time, which domestic manufacturers availed themselves of, and laid in ample supplies. 
Recently advices of an advance in ingot copper prices in France brought in here export 
buyers at 1934 c., and some transactions are reported as high as 20 and 20% c. for this 
account, made in anticipation of a further rise in Europe. Should such anticipation not 
be realised, this copper would be again thrown on this market. Ingot copper is held in 
very strong hands, at 20% to 21 c. per Ib. for Lake, and 20 to 2044 c. for Baltimore; the 
current demand for domestic use at present concentrating on Baltimore copper, as highly 
esteemed by most domestic manufacturers as the Lake copper. The stocks here in first 
hand are about 800,000 Ibs. ; second, 700,000 lbs. The supplies from the Lakes at pre- 
sent are held back ; and the approaching close of navigation on the Lakes cause holders 
to offer their stocks sparingly at present. The domestic demand is quiet, and at the 
advanced figures; there {s little or no export enquiry just now.

Some outside lots have been 
done at lower prices for cash.—Blooms: Northern have sold at $30 and $31, cash, for 
ordinary charcoal. Penna charcoal blooms, of extra prime quality, have been done at 
$57 to $60.—Scrap: Sales of best wrought were made at $22 and $23 per ton, since whigh 
holders have advanced their views several dollars per ton.—Old Rails: Several trans- 
actions have occurred at $20, cash, per ton; there is considerable enquiry. The active 
demand for American common bars will tend to absorb most of the old rails now being 
offered.—Sheet-Irons: English in moderate request ; some good orders have been made 
for American. Russia, concentrated in few hands, is held firmly at notations. 

Lead has sold largely, at prices ranging from $5°60 to $5°75, closes firmly at the latter 
price. The demand continues, and holders’ views are advancing.

Tin: The advance in Europe has given increased firmness to this metal, but the de- 
mand is very quiet. Stocks in dealers’ hands small, but large in first hands. The prices 
of tin, while maintained 80 far above the cost of production, must necessarily be very 
uncertain. No metal to large buyers, whether for consumption or otherwise, has during 
the last four years given results so unsatisfactory as tin. A number of years back, when 
the Banca and the English mines were the principal sources of supply, tin was profitably 
sold at 19c. per lb. and under. Of late years, since the vast development of the Straits 
mines, and the improvement in mining appliances, prices have been run up to the ex- 
travagant averages of the past eight years. This results from the very large demand 
created by the tin-plate and Britannia ware manufactures, and the great quantities of 
tin carried by speculation to Holland and elsewhere. But for the past two years con- 
sumers have bought more for their immediate wants, and carried very light stocks. 
This policy is likely to be pursued permanently, both in England and the United States, 
and, with the much curtailed necessities of consumption, may gradually bring tin prices 
to a proper and safe level. The ignoring of these facts, and of tin statistics already laid 
before tin buyers, induced those unprofitab!e tin movements which characterised the 
years 1857, 1859, 1860, and 1861. 

Tin-plates, now pretty much controlled, are stiffening as the season’s trade advances. 
The demand is good, and likely to increase, and, perhaps, may have little diminishment 
even with the winter months. The 14 x20 crosses have been scarce all the season.

By observing how 
much ice each of them melts down in cooling to a certain point, the specific caloric of 
each is determined.

Manvractore or SterL.—The ordinary process of cementation is ne- 
cessarily a long and tedious one; and in order to expedite it an invention 
has recently been patented for Mr. A. Lemaire, of Paris. The improved 
process may be carried on in any ordinary cementation furnaces now used, 
or apparatus specially adapted for the purpose may be employed, and these 
furnaces or apparatus may be heated either by the waste heat coming from other pro- 
cesses or operations, or furnaces may be constructed for the purpose. The invention con- 
sists in the employment in the cementation process of a mixture of pulverised carbon and 
carbonate of baryta or strontia, or other alkaline earthy carb The app , what- 
ever may be its form, is charged with a mixture of pulverised carbon and powdered na- 
tural carbonate of baryta. A portion of the baryta may, if desired, be replaced by an 
equivalent quantity of the carbonate of strontia. ‘The ends of the chambers or vessels in 
which the cementation takes place may then be partially closed, and the whole heated 
toared heat. When the temperature appears sufficiently high one of the ends of the 
chamber is opened, and the bars of iron are introduced into the middie of the cementing 
ingredients, so that the bars may be completely covered with the mixture. When the 
apparatus has been filled, the openings are ciosed. A bar may be withdrawn from time 
to time, and tested in the usual manner, to ascertain how the process progresses ; and when 
the process is considered complete the bars are all removed from the apparatus, taking 
care, however, to return into the cementing chamber any of the cementing ingredients 
that may be drawn out with the bars, and then the chamber may be again charged with 
fresh bars of iron, adding frum time to time a little of the cementing mixture, to com- 
pensate for what may have L scome lost daring the previous process. 


Manoracture or Gas.—Mr. J. J. Taylor, of Manchester, has patented 
an invention which consists of certain improvements upon his former patent for the 
manufacture of olifiant gas. He inserts one or more diaphragms within the retorts 
containing the oil to be treated, to extend the heating surface, and also the travel of the 
gas through the retorts to dry or dessicate it. In combination with the furnace, he ap- 
plies coils of pipes, which may be used to heat water for domestic purposes, or for heat- 
ing drying chambers; he thus utilises heat which would otherwise go to waste. It may 
be anticipated that in the manufacture of gas for lighting mines this system would 
prove very useful.

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We have already referred to the opening of the eleventh session of the 
GOVERNMENT Scuoon or Mines, and to the more liberal arrangements 
which have been introduced ; we may now briefly allude to the facilities 
offered at the institution for acquiring a sound and useful knowledge of the 
sciences allied to Mining. The number of students continues gradually to 
increase, and there is ample evidence to show that the studies pursued in 
the School of Mines have in most instances ensured to the students posi- 
tions which give them opportunities of reflecting credit upon themselves 
and of becoming useful to the public generally: It would be scarcely pos- 
sible to find a scientific metallurgist superior as a teacher than Dr. Percy, 
and the sciences of mining and mineralogy are equally well treated by Mr. 
Warincton Smyru—the examination papers (which are undoubtedly the 
best test of the value of the information imparted) of both these gentlemen 
are of the most practical kind, and we think no question can be raised as 
to the ability of any student who has received their approval to undertake 
any duties connected with the occupations for which the instruction given 
was specially intended to prepare them. Scarcely less important to the 
miner than the sciences taught by Profs. Percy and Smyru is that of 
Applied Mechanics, the teaching of which has been entrusted to Prof. 
Wits, who in a course of thirty-six lectures imparts an amount of in- 
formation which will effectually prevent any student who may in after 
years be placed in the position of a mine manager from erecting machinery 
constructed upon erroneous principles, or of an inefficient character. 

In addition to the above courses, instruction is given in Chemistry, 
Physics, and Natural History, and by professors of acknowledged talent. 
In the chemical world Dr. Hormann holds a high position, and Prof. 
TyNpaLu deservedly enjoys the reputation of a clever and attractive lec- 
turer. The course of fifty lectures on Natural History are delivered by 
Prof. Huxvey : it is acknowledged that the great success of an instructor 
depends almost entirely upon his ability to descend to the level of his pupils’ 
understanding, and that Prof. HuxLey possesses this qualification we have 
no doubt, as he has already modestly declared that he believes he is closely 
related to the gyreucephala. During the past year he has been occupied 
in re-arrangement of a large number of the specimens in the Museum, and 
has rendered important service to the institution by constructing an ela- 
borate and precise catalogue of every specimen contained. 

With regard to the laboratories, Sir Ropertck Murcnison is enabled to 
report that during the last session the attendance for Chemical Analysis has 
remained about stationary at the greatest number which can be conveniently 
instructed, and that the resources of the metallurgical laboratory have been 
availed of by the Admiralty and Board of Works. ‘Io the former Dr. 
Percy has rendered every assistance in his power in reference to questions 
of great public interest ; and to the latter he has, in conjunction with Prof. 
TYNDALL, presented the results ot an analytical investigation concerning 
the great bell of the Houses of Parliament, and the causes of its cracking. 

Taking a general view of the School of Mines, we can only conclude that 
it becomes each year more useful to the country at large, and that the in- 
ducements for miners to pursue a course of study in connection with it are 
continually increasing. 








MINING CONGRESS AT VIENNA—No. IIL 

Professor Turner, of Leoben, whose name is well known as a high autho- 
rity on the smelting and manufacture of iron, read the first paper, on Bes- 
semer’s process of converting fluid pig-iron by the admission of a jet of at- 
mospheric air into steel and malleable iron. ‘The author proposed to call 
the process Bessemerising. In his paper he gave a historical account of 
its varying phases and features, from its first proposition, in 1856; when it 
may be remembered that, although based upon no very satisfactory series 
of experiences, the projected system attracted great attention, and in one 
of the eloquent, if somewhat ignorant, leaders of the Zimes, was described 
as being the immediate precursor of a total revolution of the entire iron 
trade. Mr. Turner’s object was especially to describe the Swedish expe- 
riments which have been conducted, first by Lifer, in concert with Bes- 
semer, and then by Goranson, with the aid ofa grant from the Swedish Iron 
Smelters’ Association, the results of the latter being checked throughout 
by Director Grill. The author gave his reasons for having throughout 
been favourable to the process, and stated that these experiments had been 
successful in producing both steel and bar iron of good quality (specimens 
of which were exhibited); secondly, in producing them at a considerably 
lower cost than other methods; thirdly, in enabling large quantities to be 
treated almost entirely without fuel, and thus in a great part avoiding the 
necessity of the puddling process. Mr. Turner then directed attention to 
the suitableness of this method to the treatment of the good qualities of 
pig-iron produced in Inner Austria and Hungary, pointing out that there 
are many details upon which special experience will have to be obtained, 
such as the application of the proper quantity, pressure, and temperature 
of the air, as well as the right moment for checking the blast. It appeared 
that Count Andrassy and Mr. Von Fridan had commenced experiments 
on the subject, but it was suggested that satisfactory trials on a large scale 
could only be carried out by association, and it was left to the meeting to 
consider whether it would be advisable to raise a general subscription for 
the purpose, or to call upon those only in the Austrian states who are in- 
terested in the iron trade. In the course of the discussion which ensued, 
it was announced by the Chairman that the Emperor had conferred on 
Prof. Turner the appropriate order of the Iron Crown. 

The next discourse was by E. Von Ammon, the manager of the Kremnitz 
Smelting-Works, on the refining of lead, associated with antimony, iron, 
and copper. Our readers will recollect that particular descriptions of lead 
ore obtain a very low price from, or are entirely neglected by, the smelter, 
and that the presence of the above metallic impurities may often be ex- 
pot from the association with galena of such minerals as bournonite, 

ahlerz or Tetrahedrite, Jamesonite, &c. The author said that he had 
adopted in the main the saiger process, next a partial oxidation after the 
saigern, and then a stirring of the metal with green wood, the effect of 
which had been so to purify the lead that it had been manufactured into 
pipes and sheets with as great facility as the pure Corinthian or Hartz lead. 
‘The expense of this method was so slight as to leave a considerable advan- 
tage in point of price on the side of his own lead as compared with others, 
This being an important question both to miners and smelters, the reading 
of the paper led to a discussion, in the course of which Von Russegger, 
the chief officer of the mines of Lower Hungary, described the manipula- 
tion adopted for the same objects at the Stadtgrund furnaces, near 
Schemnitz, and M. Rochel, gave an account of an analogous process at 
Przibram, in Bohemia. The remainder of the day’s meeting was occu- 
pied in a long debate on the subject of the most advantageous construction 
and material for the roofing of smelting-works. 








Mixes Inspection Act.—At the Sheriff's Court, at Airdrie, last week, 
Sheriff Logie sprucing. Mr. John Young, sen., partner in the firm of An-

| Association, defended. The case had occupied four previous sittings, each 
of which was of about 10 hours’ duration. The Sheriff on this occasion 
gave. judgment, dwelling strongly on the fact that the Act distinctly threw 
on the manager or foreman the responsibility of ascertaining whether there 
was fire-damp in the pit, and of working it out if there were, and of 
not allowing the men to go to their working places until it was “ waffed ” 
out. The foreman had told the miner that there was fire-damp, but 
he allowed him to go to the place where it was, and even went with him 
a part of the way, and then sent with the miner an assistant foreman, who 
lost his life by the explosion. He animadverted strongly on the general 
custom of allowing miners to “ waff” out fire-damp with their jackets, 
this not being their duty at all, but the duty of the manager or foreman. 
As it was the first case which had happened under the Act, the Sheriff im- 
posed a modified penalty of 10/. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Ocr. 24.—The Coal Trade on the Tyne is not very brisk, but yet cer- 
tainly in a much better position than any other branch of trade. On the 
Wear the coal trade is very good, and the collieries there are making good 
progress. The shipment of coals continues to increase most rapidly at 
Sunderland, the magnificent docks there being well adapted for the pur- 
pose; shipbuilding, too, especially iron shipbuilding, flourishes. A large 
quantity of coal is carried by screw-iron vessels, some of which make very 
rapid voyages. The last trip of the screw collier Harl of Durham was 
made in 26 hours, from Sunderland to London, and from Gravesend to 
Sunderland in 24} hours. Two large vessels were launched on the Wear 
on Saturday—one was a screw iron steamer, of 1000 tons, she was named 
the Atlas, and is intended for the Mediterranean trade. Several more 
large vessels are in course of building. At the West Stanley Colliery a 
new shaft has been sunk, and an excellent seam of coal now; it is 5 feet 
7 in. in thickness, and of good quality. These works will, there‘ore, pro- 
ceed now with increased vigour. ‘lhe colliery is the property of Mr. Burn, 
of Newcastle, a gentleman well known and highly respected; it is, there- 
fore, gratifying that his works are likely to be highly successful. 

The report read at the late meeting of the creditors of the District Bank 
has somewhat taken the public by surprise. Very grave charges against the liquidators 
are made by the committee who have drawn up the report, and although it is on!y jast 
to notice that the liquidators have denied the truth of those charges, and asked for time 
to disprove them, yet a fear appears to be pretty generally entertained that the charges 
will prove to be substantially correct, and if so, it is plain that their affairs have been 
1 fully mi d, and gross partiality shown to various parties not atal! entitled 
to such consideration. Much fear was expressed when the creditors first took action that 
they were acting hastily and rashly, and that their duct would endanger the stabt- 
lity of the Consett Lronworks, and really produce injury instead of benefit to their cause. 
This impression, however, has given place to one which justifies their proceedings, on 
the ground that decided action was necessary at whatever risk. With respect to the ul- 
timate fate of the works, nothing definite ig yet known, but we still incline to the view 
that they will not be swamped entirely. They are extensive, and may easily be ar- 
ranged to be carried on by different parties,or only a part of them, and their position and 
connection is so good tia: should any material rise take place in the price of manufac- 
tured iron, which suxely caunot be far off, the value of the works would at once be very 
much increased 

The improvement of the Rive: Tyne is to be persevered with—that is, the channel is 
to be materially deepened by dredging on a large scale, and also the bends taken off, and 
the channel made straighter. The Old Tyne bridge will have to come down alsoin time 
before the march of improvement, and masts will be seen ultimately some miles higher 
up the river. Mr. Ure,the river engineer, and the Tyne Commissioners, have met with 
no little opposition and obstruction in the prosecution of those schemes. The dredging 
process has especially been carped at, on account of its great expense, and, according to 
4 pretty large class of writers, questionable results as to permanency. Those writers 
discourse learnedly on the nature of the river, and the salt and fresh water, the effects 
of deposition and other watery processes ; but we never could discover any substitute 
they had to propose for dredging. It is clear that a greater depth must be got for the 
accommodation of large vessels in the Tyne, and the only means to effect this appears to 
be to dredge the sand and mud out, and make the channel more straight. With respect 
to its permanency, that can harly be expected, but the first process will, no doubt, be 
the most costly and troublesome. The Low Light Dock scheme is also another very im- 
portant part of the improvements for the Tyne River, and this does not progress satis- 
factorily. Respecting this, a large and influential portion of the steam coalowners are 
very impatient ; and, if their views and wishes are not attended to shortly, it is not at 
all improbable that they may starta rival dock scheme, Two sites have been mentioned, 
either of them capable of serving the purpose. Those are the present port of Blyth, 
and the other site mentioned is the Bay of Cullercoats, 

Several accidents have occurred lately in the district ; a boy named Scott was severely 
crushed in the Barrington Colliery, by a set of empty tubs passing over him.—A man 
named Bradford was killed in the Dudley Pit, East Cramlington Colliery. He was a 
shifter, and was engaged in removing some rubbish, when a large quantity of stone fell 
from the roof, and killed him on ihe spot.—A fatal accident also occurred at Byers Green 
Colliery. A boy named Kobert Glendall was driving a horse, and sitting, as usual, on 
the first tub, when, from some cause, some props were knocked out by the first tub, 
which caused the fall of a large quantity of stone upon the unfortunate lad, and before 
he could be extricated life was extinct.—A coal hewer, Jacob Menham, was also killed 
at the Shipcote Colliery, Gateshead, on Thursday last. He was cutting down the coal, 
when a large stone fell from a slip in the roof, without the slightest warning, and killed 
him immediately. The man who was working with him hada very narrow escape, 
having just stepped backwards. Menham was very much respected by his fellow-work- 
men, and all who knew him, being a quiet, peaceable man, and an industrious and ex- 
cellent workman, His remains were followed to their last resting place, in Heworth 
Church-yard, by upwards of 80 persons, comprised of the agents and workmen of the 
colilery, and his neighbours. He leaves a wife and seven children to lament his loss. 














REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Ocr. 24.—Accounts of the state of the Iron Trade in this district concur 
in confirming the statements made for some weeks, to the effect that the 
trade is decidedly more active than it was last quarter. Generally the 
makers of a good quality of iron are tolerably employed. Thers are not 
many orders in advance, but they receive sufficient from day to day to give 
their works employment for the greater part of the week. Some of the 
larger manufacturers are engaged on large contracts, and several for iron 
ships in course of building for the Navy. In the Zimes of Tuesday it was 
stated that a considerable quantity of angle iron, which had been supplied 
at the dockyard at Chatham for use in building the Achilles, had been re- 
jected on account of the inferiority of its quality. It is gratifying to learn 
that the iron in question was not supplied by any of the leading firms, at 
any rate, in this district, and that, on the contrary, the greatest satisfaction 
has been expressed with iron supplied for use in naval vessels by some of 
the South Staffordshire houses. ‘The strict application of a trying test to 
all iron employed in these vessels is calculated to give the ironmasters of 
this district an opportunity of obtaining that position to which the superior 
quality of South Staffordshire iron fairly entitles them. 

A safety-lamp, an invention of M. Dernoncourt, a Frenchman, has been 
introduced here by Mr. Mowbray, engineer, of Leicester. The lamp is 
constructed on the principle of making it impossible for the collier to get 
at the wick without extinguishing the lamp. » A cog working on a racket 
raises or lowers the wick so as to trim the lamp, but in order to remove 
the wire gauze the wick must be lowered so far as to put out the flame. 
The invention has been much approved of, but Mr. Baker, the Govern- 
ment Inspector, suggested an addition, by which the lower part of the gauze 
should be surrounded with glass, so as to prevent the collier from draw- 
ing the flame through, as is sometimes done, to light his pipe. 

At the Oldbury Police Court, on ‘Tuesday, a number of informations, 
laid by Mr. Baker, Inspector of Mines, were heard. In the first case Messrs. 
Kimberley and Mason, of the Park Hall Colliery, were summoned for an 
infraction of the special rules—first, in not having an adequate break to 
their machinery ; secondly, in not having a proper indicator to show the position of the 
load in the pit or shaft; thirdly, in not having the fly-wheel of the engine securely 
fenced; fourthly, in not having the fly-wheel securely fenced ; and fifthly, in not having 
& proper indicator for showing the position of the load in the shaft. Ths defendants 
pleaded guilty, and were fined 1/. on the first, and 5s. on each of the other informations, 
with costs in each case.—The second case was against the Birchfield Colliery Company, 
for infringing the special rules—first, by not having an adequate break attached to the 
engine; and secondly, by not having a proper indicator showing the position of the load 
in the pit. The defendants pleaded guilty, and were fined 5s. and costs in each case.— 
To an information laid against Messrs. Caleb Griffiths and Co., colliery proprietors, for 
not having an adequate break attached to their steam-engine, they pleaded guilty, and 
were fined 5s. and costs.—Messrs. Haynes and Davie, of the Newbury-lane Collleries, 
were summoned on an information charging them - first, with not having an adequate 
break ; secondly, with not having an indicator to show the position of the load in the 
shaft ; thirdly, with not having the fy-wheel of the engine securely fenced; fourthly, 
with not having asteam-gauge attached to the boiler of one of the steam-engines ; fifthly, 
with not having an adequate break attached to the engine; sixthly, with not having had 
the fly-wheel securely fenced; and seventhly, with not having a proper indicator toshow 
the position of the load in the pit-shaft. The defendants also pleaded guilty, and were 
fined 17, on one complaint, and 5s. on each of the others, with costs in every instance. 
All the defeadants had previously received notice of the requirements of the law, and 
their excuse for not having complied was that they could not get the work completed ; 
they are now, however, carrying out the law in a satisfactory manner. 

A serious subsidence, from the sinking of the ground from mining operations beneath, 
occurred early on Monday morning, at Walsall, when two three-storey houses were com- 
pletely buried. Where the accident occurred, Mr. John Brewer, jun., has some lime- 
stone-pits in working at the spot, and not very far from the shaft were two houses, oc- 
cupied by his clerks, William Robinsson and John Jasper. For some short time pre- 
vious to Sunday last apprehensions were entertained by Mr. Brewer that ull was not 
safe; and he made an examination, which induced him to communicate to the inhabi- 
tauts of the houses, thatif they had any regard for their own safety they would at once 
remove. They did not, however, leave until about eleven on Sunday night, but then 
did not remove their furniture. At about three o’clock on Monday morning the antici- 
pated event took place, the earth for a considerable distance round falling in. ped rm 
in question were literally buried, and the locality presented a scene of ruin = 
lation. The immediate cause of this wag the giving way of the pillars in the vr 
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neath, and the fall extent of thedamage done is not at present known. The houses were 
worth probably 4001, or 500/., and the furniture, tue whole of which is completely de- 
stroyed, makes a considerable addition to the loss sustained. 












































































































































REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


Ocr, 24.—The trade of the district continues to be in an improving 
position, and a degree of confidence seems to be imparted to business trans- 
actions, and were it not for the apprehended stagnation in the cotton 
trade, we should have a brisk trade to report throughout the winter. The 
export trade in the North is im ing, and the returns for the past month 
have been 10,0007. in excess of those of the corresponding month of last 
year. The enquiry for railway iron is increasing, and we have a Jarger demand for the 
Continent, especially for Spain, in which country some extensive contracts for railways 
are being carried out. The Steel Trade is more active, but no orders have been received 
from the States during the week, except for implements of war. The Pig-iron Trade is 
i ing, and a better rate has been obtained for the best brands. 

Coal Trade, on the whole, is tolerably good. At some of the works the men are 

not making full time, but this is owing to the large accumulation of stock on the pit 

from other causes, arising more from an accidental state of things than from 

any general depression in trade. The Midland Railway Company intend to apply to 

Parliament during the next session for a bill to enable them to make a direct railway 

from Chesterfield to Sheffield. The public bodies in the latter town appear to be in fa- 

vour of the scheme, which will open out a large mineral field for the enterprise of the 

capitalist, which has hitherto been comparatively closed for the want of railway transit. 

The Erewash Valley Extension line, which passes through an extensive coal field, will 
be open in a short time for traffic. 

The members of the Clay Cross Institute held their annual soirée on Friday evening, 
which was numerously attended. Mr. Binns stated that upwards of 2000/. had been 
collected for the widows and orphans who have suffered by the late accident, and he 
thought the money raised would put them in as good @ position, pecuniarily, as they 
oceupied prior to the accident. 


At the banquet in commemoration of cutting a new and excellent seam 
of coal at High Park Colliery, to which brief reference was made last week, 
the proceedings after the dinner were, perhaps, more interesting than the 
dinner itself. Mr. H. B, Campbell, in a very appropriate speech, proposed the health 
of Lord and Lady Palmerston, which toast was received with the warmest demonstra- 
tion. Mr. J. H. Bond then proposed “the firm of Barber, Walker, and Co.,” and in the 
course of his remarks referred to the importance as a body of the working colliers, and 
to the energy of the firm under whom the workmen present were employed. He was 

to say that he found their pit to be one of the finest inthe kingdom. The col- 
is 5 miles long, and 1100 feet wide; while the seam of coal is 5 feet thick. He 
considered that great credit was due to the firm whose enterprise had caused this deve- 
lopment. The health of Mr, John Hedley, the Government Inspector of the district, was 
next drunk, and in an appropriate acknowledgment he referred to the fact that our an- 
nual yield of coal was 80,000,000 tons; but that, although these figures appeared large, 
they but inadequately expressed the enormous benefit and comfort which the use of the 
cheering fuel secured to the world.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Ocr. 24.—At the Newport Police Court, on Saturday, Mr. Owen made 
an application for the liberation on bail of the men committed for the riot 
at Abercarn. An application had been made in the first instance toa judge 
in chambers, and Mr. Owen produced the order granting bail for the pri- 
soners. Mr. Colborne, on behalf of the Ebbw Vale Company, hoped the 
magistrates would accept none but substantial bail. Mr. Owen named the 
proposed sureties, who were principally tradesmen of Abercarne and Tredegar; and as 
there was no objection raised to them the whole of the men committed, eight in number, 
were admitted to bail. Warrants are out against about 30 more of the rioters, and it is 
expected that several will be brought before the magissrates in a few days. 

The shipping trade of Newport continues in an active condition, Both docks are full 
of vessels, and the wharves are pretty busy. The coasting trade has fallen off to a con- 
siderable extent of late, in consequence of the want ofa proper ballast ground and other 
conveniences, A committee of the Harbour Commissioners has been appoiuted to select 
a site, and it is to be hoped that they will soon decide, for trade already suffers from the 
difficulty which captains have in discharging their ballast. Freights, with few excep- 
tions, continue high, and the winter sets in under very favourable auspices. It is 
rumoured that several extensive salt firms from Droitwich and elsewhere have deter- 
mined to make Newport their shipping port. The announcement is hailed with extreme 
satisfaction, for it will be the commencement of an import trade, which has been long 
wanted. A large number of vessels have arrived at Cardiff, and an improvement is per= 
ceptible here also, The Penarth new docks are being pushed forward with great acti- 
vity, the company having taken the workin their own hands. Freights are fluctuating, 
and there is a downward tendency. At Swansea a fleet of foreign ships have arrived, 
princtpally French, Italian, and Austrian. Most of the vessels chartered have been for 
the Mediterranean ports. The principal freight quotations are as follows :— Marseilles, 
22 fra.; Malta, 17s. 6d.; Rio Janeiro, 26s.; Alexandria, 17s. 6d.; Gibraltar, 16s. ; 
Cadiz, 13s.; Algiers, 21 frs.; Vannes, 14s.; Alicante, 203. 6d.; Bordeaux, 15s. trs.; and 
Havre, 13 frs. 5c.

Tue Great Cottiery Accipent In France.—The accounts from 
Bességes respecting the mine of Lalle, noticed in last week’s Journal, are 
very sad. ‘here are still 107 miners buried in the galleries, to which ac- 
cess is shut off; and it is calculated that, working vigorously day and night, 
as the men are now doing, and with all the means collected by the authorities and 
others, at least four days must elapse before an entrance can be effected. It will be re- 
membered, perhaps, that two poor fellows have rescued; a third was drowned at the 
last moment. The account of their position, and of the efforts necessary to release 
them, affords some idea of the obstacles to be ov They were at the upper end 
of a gallery, the pitch of which was so steep they could only maintain their position with 
difficulty ; a huge gulf of water yawned below ; they were in total darkness, and had for 
their sustenance only the dinner of one of the party, and a bottleof wine. Their release 
was accomplished by an excavation through beds of coal, intermingled with rock, more 
than 90 ft. deep. A single unfortunate blow of a pick might have opened a passage for 
the water, which was only kept out by a slight wall of coal, and have caused the death, 
not only of the unfortunate captives, but also of many, if not the whole, of those who 
were labouring to release them. These operations were directed by the two chief en- 
gineers on the spot, MM. Parran and Chalmeton, who assumed the post of danger, and 
lay at full length, pick in hand, where the most care and skill were required, and where 
an error, or even an accident, might have been almost certain death. The lowest esti- 
mate of the number of men certainly lost is 80, or, in other words, the highest number 
possibly still alive in the mine is 37; but the chances in favour of one-half of these being 
saved seem very small. 


Serious Cottizry Expiosion near Borton.—On Tuesday morning 
an explosion of fire-damp occurred at Messrs. A. Knowles and Sons’ Fernside Colliery, 
Little Lever, near Bolton, by which two men, named Daniel Carney and John Settle, 
and two boys, were seriously burnt. It is not expected that Carney and the boy who 
acted as his wagoner, will recover. Settle is badly hurt, being burned about his neck, 
face, and hands, and yesterday he was quite blind. As soon after the accident as pos- 
sible the sufferers were removed to their homes. Settle’s father is the underlooker of 
the colliery. Theaccident is said to be owing to want of care on the part of the fireman.

SneaTuine Iron Suips.—Mr. G. F. Muntz, Birmingham, proposes to 
coat vessels with sheets composed of iron, India-rubber, and copper. By vuicanising 
the rubber after the three substances are laid together, they are firmly united. The 
copper plate is perforated before it is affixed tothe rubber and iron, and the holes through 
these are made in order to attach the whole to the ship’s side. The nails or rivets used 
are sufficiently small in the head to admit of them being driven in without touching 
the copper. 

PREVENTION OF BorterR Exprosions.—As an indicator for steam- 
boilers, Mr. Joseph Penn, of Newtown, Stafford, proposes to attach to the ordinary float 
of a boiler, by means of a swivel and Jinks, orin any other suitable way, a tube perfor- 
ated at one point in its length. This tube passes through the crown of the boiler, and 
at the upper end of the tube the lower part of an alarum, or whistle, is screwed to it. 
The upper, or bell half of the alarum, is suspended above the lower part by achain pass- 
ing over a pulley, and weighed at the opposite end with a balance-ball. The pulley is 
supported by an upright, or carrier, on the boiler, or a lever may be employed for the 








same purpose. As the water falls in the boiler the float also falls, drawing down the 
whistle tube until the holes therein come within the boiler, when the steam rushes 
through and gives the alarm. The inventor did not proceed beyond the provisional spe- 
cification, having probably found that the invention had been patented about a dozen 
times before the date of his discovery. 


PREVENTING INcRUSTATION IN StEAM-Borters.—lIn order to prevent 
incrustation in steam-boilers, Mr. J. Farren, of Clapham, proposes an invention, which 
consists in the employment of rain or distilled water, which must be held in store in 
tanks to meet any deficiency which might arise from continued dry weather. He makes 
his tanks of non-absorbent bricks, united by hydraulic cement. He proposes fire-bars 
of fire-clay, glazed or unglazed, alone or mixed with clinkers, broken pottery ware 
ground or pounded with potter's sand. Bars thus made will endure greater heat than 
iron without fusing, and can be made much cheaper. 


Raitwar Brakes.—Mr. A. Ellissen proposes the use of compressed air 
for working railway brakes.

Crviz AND Mecuanicat Enoreers’ Socrery.—On Thursday a Paper 
will be read “On Steam Fire-engines,” by Mr. Cuarces B. Kina, M.E., at 7°30 p.m. 
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To those who are anxious for the advance of the prosperity of mining it 
will, doubtless, be a matter of interest to hear something of the character 
of the lodes in different countries; and as the railroad system has advanced 
as far as Llanidloes, within a few miles of the sites of the Cardiganshire 


mines, now beginning to attract attention, I shall say a few words as to 
their qualities, more icularly with reference to the prospects of the new 
mine of West Silver Bank, just begun, but illustrating what we may rea- 
sonably expect will be the future condition of that mine, by comparison 

with others in the same district. I was first struck on visiting Cardigan- 

shire, many years ago, by the great contrast presented by the motive-power 
of the mines of Cornwall and this country. In Cornwall, as far as the eye 
can reach, there is nothing but the high chimnies conveying the smoke into 
the upper regions of the atmosphere from the great steam-engines busy in 
fetching up the water from the deep wells forming bottoms of the copper 
mines. In Cardiganshire, engaged in the same labour the traveller observes 
the continual whirl of the water-wheel, sometimes in the valleys, some- 
times high up on the hills, from 500 or 600 ft. above the surrounding val- 
leys, but always affording an animating feature of the landscape, labour to 
the population, and to everybody. One feature in the consideration 
with reference to the machinery is the economy of working the mines. The 
steam-engine is not only a very much more expensive machine than the 
water-wheel, with reference to its first cost, but it is also more costly with 
reference to its motive-power; the coal forming the fuel of the steam-engine 
being a costly article, while water, the motive-power of the water-wheel, 
comes to the mines gratuitously. I know of a mine—the Cwm- 
ystwith Mine—that was wrought by means of a small wheel (a 30-ft. wheel 
and 30 fms. of 6-in. pitwork), which could not have cost above 6002. from 
1835 to 1845, at a profit of 11,0007. per annum. I went underground 
during this time and examined the lode, which yielded in places upwards 
of 1002. worth of ore per fm.; indeed, I am sure that I should not be over- 
stating some of the ore ground in the flat in which the lode bedded out to 
the south, between the 20 and 30 fm. levels, in calling it worth 1507. per 
fathom. The lode was a large one, pe os ee le of 45° to the 
south, and bearing in places a great deal of sulphur with the ore; the mass

of ore in the lode was from 4 ft. to 6 ft. in width, and of great solidity. 
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ore at the surface were valued at a small sum, but they sold for sufficient 
money to erect the little machinery and leave a surplus in the hands of the 
holder. The former proprietor of this mine was Sir Thomas Alderson, 
who, by uniting smelting with mining, contrived to destroy the profits of both.
